Watson said that office and 
industrial workers often expe 
rience common injuries that 
are costly to management and 
result in lengthy absenteeism 

As a certified ergonomics 
specialist, he performs assess- 
ments for office and industrial 
settings. 


Watson said clear-cut reso- 
lutions identifying repetitive 
strain injuries (RSIs) have 
met with resistence from legis- 
lators. The recent passage of 
an RSI bill (217-209) blocks 
federal regulators from mak- 
ing rules aimed at reducing 
RSIs until a study is complet- 
ed in 2001. 

The slim margin of pas- 
sage, he said, represents con- 
flict between accepting the lat- 


est OSHA proposals and wait- 
ing for a more detailed 
response. Because of the con- 
flict, tendinitis elbow, carpal 
tunnel syndrome, bursitis, 
strains, sprains and lower 
back pain will continue to 
affect company production and 
the health of some employees. 
Watson said he has found 
employees to be at risk by 
examining company’s OSHA 
logs and injury reports from 


which workers have reported 
stress and pain to their super- 
visors. Injuries, he said, can 
be prevented through evalua- 
tions of chair-to-desk levels 
and keyboard angles in corre- 
lation to one’s wrist.

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Ryan signs sexual assault extension bill

Gov. George Ryan signed a 
bill last week that extends the 
statute of limitations on sexual 
assault crimes for victims. 

The law would also include 
those who were under 18 years 
of age at the time of the 
offense. 

Dubbed “Melissa’s Law” it 


crimes against children, we 
acknowledge that it often 
takes years for victims - espe- 
cially young victims - to come 
to grips with extent of their 
pain and injury,” Ryan said in 
a written statement released 
after the signing. 

“But that doesn’t lessen the 
severity of the crime and 
shouldn’t allow such deeds to 


go unpunished.” 

The bill extends the statutes 
of limitations to 10 years after 
the date of the offense or 10 
years after the victim turns 
18, if a minor at the time of 
the offense. 

Offenses covered under the 
bill include criminal sexual 
assault; aggravated criminal 
sexual assault:

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Point-TV at Excalibur: not your average Saturday night

Every Saturday night near- 
ly 1,000 people cram into a 
nightclub in Collinsville with 
the hopes of being seen on 
Point-TV. 

For the past four years, 
radio station KPNT, The 
POINT, has taken hold of the 
reigns at the Excalibur 
Nightclub to videotape a fren- 
zied, two-hour dance show for 
broadcast the following week 
at 11:35 p.m. on St. Louis’ ABC 
affiliate, KDNL-Channel 30. 

It’s one of a handful of 
nightclubs in the greater St. 
Louis metropolitan region 
where young adults under 21 
years old can dance the whole 
night through. 

Excalibur Nightclub, at the 
junction of 1-55/70 and Illinois 
157 in Collinsville, bills itself 
as THE party place for those 
18 to 20 years old. 

The loud, thumping, non- 
stop music and.dark, smoky 
atmosphere set the stage for a 
night of partying where talking 
with someone means literally 
mouth-to-ear communication.

Excalibur is open Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday nights, 
and will be opening on 
Tuesday nights soon, with col- 
lege students on the loose get- 
ting back into session. 
Summer is the slow season for 
the club. 

When The POINT comes in 
on Saturday nights, one of the 
radio station's DJs handles the 
announcing by revving the 
atmosphere by shouting over 
the loud music, encouraging 
the crowd to shout and cheer. 

From time to time, he will 
also fire squirt-guns down on 
the crowd. 

Flashing spot-lights, a mir- 
rored ball, colored lights and 
volumes of smoke help the DJ 
stir the already excited crawd 
into ever-increasing hyper- 
activity. 

The dancing at Excalibur 
never stops, because the music 
never stops. There are four 
two-foot by four-foot speakers 
on the dance floor right in 
front of the stage. More speak- 
ers, smaller but powerful, are 
suspended from the ceiling cir- 
cling the dance floor.

can play pool, air hockey, 
video machines or darts. 
There are also booths scat- 
tered around near the two 
bars, and even a fireplace next 
to a food bar. Hot dogs, brats, 
burgers and barbecue chicken 
are available for $2.50 and 
less. 

The nightclub is not a 
Metro-East secret. Many of 
the customers are from St. 
Louis. They come to the east 
side because of Excalibur. 

Don Siles is a perfect exam- 
ple. The 20 year-old drives to 
Collinsville from St. Louis to 
meet girls. 

“I like coming here because 
it’s not a problem to have a 
mixed crowd here,” Siles said. 

Siles said that from where 
he’s from the clubs are more 
racially segregated. 

Danielle Knuckles is a 23- 
year-old who drove up from 
Marissa with friends to see 
what all the hype was about. 

“We heard it was a cool 
place to come,” she said. 

Belleville resident Dawn 
Caplan, 21, has been working 
at the club for about two 
years. She is part of the secu- 
rity team at the front door, 
which greets guests and pats 
them down to make sure noth- 
ing dangerous or illegal is 
brought into the club. 

“All kinds of people come 
here, it’s fun for everybody. 
No matter what kind of person 
you are, you'll have fun here,” 
she said. 

Owner Joe Ruder said that 
within the next two months the 
club will be open seven days a 
week for full meals at lunch 
and dinner time. 

Ruder has owned the night- 
club for the past four and a

half years. He was the DJ at 
what was then called Honkey- 
Tonk Heaven. Ruder bought 
the club, and changed the for- 
mat from a country music 
scene to what it is now.

Ruder said: the radio station 
known as The POINT has been 
with them from the beginning. 

“We worked with The 
POINT for three years before 
the idea for the television show 
came along,” he said. “They 
were approached by a produc- 
er, who does other shows. 
They talked with a couple of 
different people, then sat down 
with us.” 

Ruder said the show is basi- 
cally a video format, but that 
plans are underway. to trans- 
form it into more of an MTV- 
type format. 

“We're looking at changing 
it to more of a 50 percent video 
and 50 percent crowd partici- 
pation,” he said. 

The club has a strict securi- 
ty set-up ensuring that those 
who are underage will not be 
drinking alcoholic beverages. 
At least two security personnel 
check identification at the 
front door.

Whitaker says. “I’m not call- 
ing you a liar, I’m just saying 
it doesn’t look like you.” 

The girl and her two friends 
are unhappy, but they quietly 
leave the club, Another cus- 
tomer who’s just been carded 
isn’t so gracious. She slams 
the door open in a rush, shout- 
ing at whomever may be 
responsible for ruining her 
planned night of fun. 

Whitaker takes it all in 
stride as just part of the job. 

“Most of them don’t want to 
leave, and they’re trying to 
save face. They don’t want to 
be embarrassed in front of 
their friends,” he said: 
“They're not used to being 
talked nice to by security. We 
call them sir or maam, they 
usually don’t know how to act 
with that.”
